How Sugar is Made in China. 





bundles and conveyed by men or boats, 
according to. the locality, to the mill, er 
Ferusher; this consists of two granite 
cylinders about three feet in length by 
eighteen inches in diameter, placed per- 
pendicularly, the lower ends revolving 
in a stone socket, the upper in a frame 
of wood set into granite uprights; at- 
tached to or let into the upper. end of 
these cylinders are wooden cogs, and to 
the end of one of these cylinders is at- 
tached a strong wooden shaft or spin- 
die, to the upper end of which is fixed a 
strong cross beam or lever, and to the: 
outer end is attached’ the, propelling 
power, which usually eonsists of four 
or five small oxen. The cane is passed 
between the cylinders,.the juice run- 
ning down into a small trench, which 
Opens into a receptacle in the ground 
holding twenty or thirty gallons; the 
juice is then conveyed ,in buckets to the 
boiling pans near at hand, and the cane, 
after being crushed, is taken away to be 
used as fodder. It is sometimes dried 
in the sun, and is used for fuel.for boil-: 
_ing the sugar. The boiling pans are ot 
cast iron, the greater part of those used 
| being made at Fat Shan, about tifteen 
{miles from Canton. They are about 
| eighteen inches deep by, four feet in di- 
ameter, and are placed in brickwork 
side by side, usually four in number, 
| with arches for fuel underneath, all cov- 
| ered with a mat or thatched shed. Three 

kinds of sugar are manufactured, 
namely: ‘‘rock candy,’’ ‘*green sugar,’ 
' and ‘‘clayed sugar.’? The rock candy 
;is made as follows: The sugar is 
| placed with a sufficient quantity of water 
in a large boiling pan, similar to the 
ones already described, and . boiled 
down to the proper consistency, whieh 
is ascertained by putting a small quan- 
tity into cold water; if it hardens at 
once, it is then time to run it off into 
earthen jars—these jars-holding about 
fifty pounds each. Tbey are always 
broken in three .or..four parts, and the 
parts are thea bonnd together with a 
small guantity of lime eement and a few 
bamboo or rattan hoops. ‘The hot 
liquid is then put into these broken jars, 
and a network of basket splints is 
placed over each, the ends of the splints 
extending in different directions through 
the liquid to the-botfom of the jar. - If 
the temperature is cold it will crystallize 
in about fifteen days; if waim it requires 
from twenty-five to thirty days.. As it 
crystallizes it adheres to the splints, the 
portion not crystallizing settling at the, 
bottom. The jars are then placed with 
the bottom part turned partly up over 
empty ones to allow the molasses to run 
out. When sufliciently drained, the jars 
areremoved, the hoops taken off, and 
with a small hatchet the parts again: 
broken asunder; the candy is then re. 
moved from the splints and spread out 
in the sun for a short time to purify or 
bleach. It is them assorted and packed 
into ‘wooden tubs holding from forty fifty 
pounds each. ny 

Two qualities are always found ih the 
jars; that at the bottom being darker 
and of less market value. The drainage 
from these jars is reboiled, and a poorer 
quality of brown sugar produced; froth 
the refuse remaining after this last. pro- 
cess a cement is made by mixing with 
lime. The process pursued in the-man- 
ufacture of ‘green’ sugar is as follows: 
The juice is boiled in the month of De- 
| cember, as it is taken from the crashers 
, in buckets, in one of the four iron boil- 
| ing pans; a manis in attendance..who 
| pours the juice from one pan to the oth- 
er. As soon as the liquid boils, a small 
| portion of lime is put in, and’the white 
of one or two eggs is placed in each pan. 
After. a time the‘dirt-and refuse ceme on 
the surface, which is all sKimmed off 
| from time to time, while the sugar is 
boiling. When sufficiently boiled, it is 
run off into a wooden cooler, about sev- 
en feet long,.forit:feet wide and one foot 
deep; and while in the hot liquid state, 
aman begins to stir it gbout with a 
piece of wood about a foot.and a half 4 
long, and an inch thick, attached in the 
center to a handle about feur'feet long. 
With this wooden instrument the liquid 
is kept in constant motion,’ tintil it be- 
gins to granulate and cool, and when 
cool énough, several men mix and rubit 
with their hands until all the lumps are 
bruised and the sugar becomes all of 
one color, which is a dark yellow. Itis 
then put in baskets, and sold ‘to sugar 
dealers, who put it up in mat bags, and 
bring it to markets for sale to merchants 
for shipment. 

The sugar principally exported to 
foreign countries is what is known as 
‘‘clayed”’ sugar, and is made as follows: 
When the juice is boiled to a proper 
consistency, the whites of two eggs are 
put into each pan, which serves a3 a 
clarifier; when sufliciently boiled, it is 
| run off into conical shaped earthenware 
jars, which are placed in rows. either 
| over trenches or empty jars. In the bot- 
tom of each jar containing the sugar is 
a& small aperture in which is placed a 
wisp or bung of straw; when the sugar 





} 








cooking and an occasional stirring, the. 
straw bung is slightly loosened, the por- 
tion not becoming stizar éseaping into 
the trench or empty jars. When sufti- 
ciently drained, a thin layer of straw is 
placed over the sugar, and over this a 
thick layer of clay. . The jars are then 
packed away in a dry place, where they 
remain from thirty to forty days, ac- 
cording to the state of temperature. 
The coverings and straw bungs are then 
removed, and each jar will be found to 
contain. three gualities or grades of 
sugar, the upper part being white, the 
next light brown, and at the bottom a 
dark brown. The drainings are some: 
times used for distilling purposes, and 
also for making.cement. It appears 
that two distinct kinds of. cane are 
grown in China, one being of a dark 
purple color, and this is better for sugar 
than the other, which is green, and qnite 
tertter; the latter is“ principally’sol-in 
pieces about eight inches to ten inches 
in length, to the natives, who eat it in 
its raw state.—Uniled- States Consuiar 
Report.

only one-fourth or one-fifth of the maxi- 
mum yield. 

—The Utica Herald notes another pat- 
ent right.royalty claim fraud, . this: time 
for heating milk in cheese vats. Lf.this 
royalty scheme ‘works every factory- 
man in the United States will have a 
little bill tosettle. The Utica’ board of 
trade has very promptly resolved to fight 
the claim and will request other boards 
to join them in resisting the attempt to 
collect any royalty on this device. 

—A cireular has been issued by the 
New York Dairymen’s Protective Asso- 
ciation, stating that they have concluded 
to setile with Hubbell & Co.. in their 
claims for royalty on cheese hoops and 
bandagers. If this should prove true, 
western factorymen may find that they 
will not, get off so easily as they had 
hoped, ‘yet if we mistake not the Wis- 
consinDairymen’s Protective Association 
will give them a tussel for the royalty. 

—QQuite a number of-deading agricul- 
tural journals.are giving ensilawe hard. 
knocks. They have our’ permission to 
do so. Herein the West, where tlre 
system has been tried, our dairy farm- 
«rs are satisfied with the results. Three 
or four silos, some of then very imper- 
fect, in Wisconsin, two or three in Il- 
linois, and probably the largest in the 
world, at Lincoln, Neb., have given ex- 
cellent results, and the probabilities are 
that in this matter, as in the production 
of superior butter, the West will lead the 
East by a large majority.

_ English Rules for Butter-Making, 


The cream should be removed 
from the milk before the latter has be- 
come sour. ‘The reason for this is easily 
@xplained. As soon as the milk begins 
to turn, curd is produced, and it is then 
impossible to remove the cream without 
taking off some of the curd also. Curd 
means cheese, and if curd is made up 
‘with cream into butter, the latter must 
necessarily have a‘cheesy flavor, and 
will in a short time become ‘strong,”’ 
and very inferior in quality. 

2. .Assoon as the butter makes its ap- 
pearance, and svhile still in-a granular 
state, the” buttermilk ‘should “be run off. 
Plenty of cold water should then be 
thrown into the ehurn and the butter 
washed by turning the churn a few turns; 
two-or more lots of water should be used 
until the butter is thoroughly cleansed. 
Butter is frequently damaged by. over- 
churning. It.is quite an error to sup- 
pose that after butter once forms more 
‘can be obtained by further churning. 
Every revolution after the granules are 
about the size of Indian corn or-small 
nuts deteriorates the quality. 

8. Butter should not be touched by 
hand. The water should be applied by 
means of abutter worker. -

good keeping than the cow. 
~ Cows purchased from rich Jands_ sel- 
down do well on poor soils. 

One cow well fed, will produee as 
much milk as two carelessly treated; the 
former will be kept at a profit, the latter 
at, .A-loss. 

The best economy is to keep cows in 
such a manner as to make them give the 
ereatest quantity of milk with the great- 
est profit: 

Carrots and other roots cause cows to 
give milk in abundance and of, goo 
quality. 

One kind of forage, even the best, may 
not furnish in suitable proportions all 
the elements necessary to produce the 
best milk; therefore, give a large variety 
of food, but guard well against anything 
that will taint the milk or butter. 

Pure water at regular intervals is es- 
sential to the best results. 

Cows which are near calving should 
be fed with substantial food” and lodged 
in some, clean, warm apartnients by 
themselves; let their drink be lukewarm 
for a day or two after calving. 

Great milkers pay as they go, but 
seldom carry much flesh on their bones. 
It is not good policy to allow a cow to 
lose a single pound of. flesh; if costs 
money, and will cost more to replace 


Cows seldom yield their milk kindly 
to aperson who is not gentle with them. 

Cleanliness in the dairy is sometimes 
classed among the cardinal -virtues.—
